BETHEL AREA SWIM PROGRAM 
WILL BEGIN MONDAY, JUNE 24 

The Bethel Area Swim Program will 
begin on Monday, June 24, and will run 
for four weeks, ending on July 19. 
Regular children's classes will be 
scheduled throughout the day begin- 
ning at 8 a.m. at Songo Pond. 

Any child six years old or entering the 
first grade in the fall 1s eligible for 
regular class instruction. Classes will in- 
clude: Non Swimmer, Beginner, Ad- 
vanced Beginner, Intermediate, Swim- 
mer, and Basic Rescue and Water Sale- 
ty. Advanced Lifesaving is offered on 
alternate years and ts not being offered 
this summer. 

The class schedule is designed to ac- 
commodate all ranges of ability and in- 
terest. Non Swimmer is. intended for 
young children who are either afraid of 
the water or who have had no previous 
experience but desire ta learn to swim. 
This class focuses on the basics of 
wading, putting the face in the water, 
floating, rhythmic breathing and begin- 
ning rudiments of beginner stroke, 

Beginner class is intended for young 
children who have either previous 
swim experience, able to perform the 
above mentioned skills in the Non 
Swimmer class, or who are confortable 
in the water. Children enrolling in this 
class should be able fo swim unassisted 
tor 15 feet, put their face in the water 
and float on their backs. 

Prerequisites for the Advanced Begin- 
ner class include swimming 20 yards 
nusing the crawl stroke, diving into 
deep water and treading water. 

Potential Intermediates should be 
able ta perform the crawl stroke for 50 
catds, elementray backstroke, survival 
iloat, and be relaxed m deep water. 

Swimmer candidates should be able 
to swim the crawl stroke 75 yards, 
elementary backstroke and have 
mastered seperately the ann strokes and 
kicks of the breaststrokes and 
sidestroke, 

Basic Rescue and Water Safety 6 for 
youngsters age 11 or older who desire 
to learn basic non-contatt rescue 
techniques and increase awareness of 
personal water safety. Students must 
have passed Swimmer class or the

‘VISITATION FROM KEATS’ 
AT GOULD THURSDAY, APRIL 25 

Actor Mark Stevenson began working 
on a drama about the fife of the roman 
tic port john Keats in 1976, The result 
of his labor in 1977 was a one-man play 
in which Stevenson’s performance of 
“A Visitation from John Keats” can be 
seen on Thursday, April 25, at Gould 
Academy, beginning at 7:30 p.m. in 
Bingham Auditorium. The public is in- 
vited at no charge. 

Stevenson’s drama was first perform: 
ed in London in 1977 before a standing: 
room-only crowd of the Keats-Shelly 
Society in the actual rooms where Keats 
had lived. Shortly thereafter it played for 
a week at the Edinburgh Fringe Festival, 
concurrently with Julie Harris in “The 
Bell of Amherst.” Since his return trom 
England Mr. Stevenson has appeared at 
the Circle Repertory Company in New 
York. He has toured extensively as John 
Keats here and abroad, visiting schools, 
colleges, and theaters. Mr. Stevenson 
reenacts the poet interacting with Fan- 
nie Braun (the wonian to whom most 
of his poems were dedicated), Shelly, 
and with his poems, which are woven 
into the vignettes as it they were being 
written spontaneously.

The Facilities Committee last week re- 
jected the idea of sending the planned 
ambulance garage back out to bid.

(Wednesday), at 4:30, in the town 
office. 

The Budget Committee has been 
working on the proposed budget for the 
past week, holding its final meeting last 
night (Tuesday), The Board of Select- 
men will get the budget back tonight, 
ata? p.m. meeting. The Budget Com- 
mittee has suggested further cuts in the 
$797,987 spending package put 
together by the selectmen. 

In last week's Citizen story on the 
budget, it was incorrectly reported that 
the public works employee bonuses 
were $7,000. It should have read $700. 
Moreover, the bonuses were already 
siven out, and will not be carried for- 
ward into the new budget as reported.

County’s assessment 
startles Andover officials 
The Andover Board of Selectmen 


* seceived the town’s assessment from the 


county, and it was a whopper — 
$25,125, up $9,500 from. last year. 
“We had no idea there was going to be 
such an increase,” commented Select- 
man Jane Rich, 

The bill is payable in September, and 
the larger-than-expected payment will 
not help the town's tax rate. “Our 
guesses on faxes are right down the 
tubes,” Mrs. Rich said. 

At their meeting last night (Tuesday), 
the selectmen met with Marshall 
Meisner and other members of the 
Budget Committee on the question of 
what truck to purchase for plowing, The 
present plow truck, suffering. again from 
a bent frame, will be retired to sanding 
duties after it is repaired. It is presently 
in Berlin getting its frame straightened. 

The joint committees considered four 
replacement trucks—a Mack, a Ford, a 
GMC and an International—with prices 
ranging from $37,000 to $63,000, the 
latter the cost of a Mack. A final deci- 
sion is expected next week, 


Woodstock selectmen 
decide to buy Ford 1-ton 


The Woadstock Board of Selectmen 
decided last night (Tuesday) to purchase 
a Ford 1-ton truck for plowing. The cost 
will be approximately $18,000, with 
delivery in June. The small truck should 
be better than a larger truck for plow- 
ing on thawed roads, the selectmen 
decided. 

The board received three bids on 
500-feet of chainlink fence for the joint 
transfer station. They are continuing to 
méet with Greenwood selectmen on 
improving the station and have sent soil 
samples to DEP to see if they meet state 
compaction standards for a cover for the 
old dump.

With nomination papers due next Monday for the Bethel election to 
be held June 3 only two contests are evident at this time. 

_ Two three-year terms are to be filled on the SAD 44 Board of Direc- 
tors, and a single year term on the Boards of Selectmen and Assessors, 
as well as a three-year term on the Selectmen/Assessors. 

For the SAD 44 Board incumbent Kay Chadbourne is desirous of re- 
election, with Cheryl Eliot and William Graham also seeking positions 
on the district panel. Two-term board member Ruth Feeney is not a can- 
didate for another three years as 4 director. 

In the selectmen/assessors category, Victor Coolidge will seek election 
to the one-year vacancy created by the recent resignation of Daniel Davis, 
with Edleen Winslow and Burt Hejduk each seeking the three-year term 
as selectman only, No one as yet has indicated an interest in the three- 
year assessor opening. As of Tuesday noon incumbent Selectman/Assessor 
Peter Haines had not indicated whether or not he will seek reelection. 

With only two contests readily apparent, it does not bode well for a 
sizeable voter turn-out in early June. While the quantity of candidates 
does not ensure their quality it would appear that a larger slate of can- 
didates would bring a greater number of voters to the polling place, 

More and more in recent years an attitude has been evident of not wan- 
ting to “run against” anyone else. To our mind that is a fallacious attitude, 
a-cop-out that does not “wash.” It would seem that more enlightened 
reasoning would be, “I think | can do as good or better job” than those 
who have gone before, 

Although candidates are sometimes successful who have an “ax to 
grind” or who seek to do a “hatchet job” concerning a particular issue 
or person, they frequently are one-termers who fade from public scrutiny 
and return to their role as curmudgeons and self-appointed experts on 
the public scene, 

This is not to criticize the motive or the quality of current candidates, 
but is orily a desire to have the election in June decided by as great a 
number of local voters as possible, To that end a greater number of can- 
didates would appear to be essential, 

. So. any potential candidates, either former office holders or those who 
seek to get their “feet wet” in local political waters for the first time, are 
reminded to pick up nomination papers at the Town Office and return 
them no later than 5 p.m. on April 29. jkb

To the Editor: 

On Wednesday, April 10, the State 
Board of Environmental Protection ap- 
proved the plans put forth by the towns 
of Greenwood and Woodstock to 
transform the existing Greenwood 
dump into a transfer station, to be 
shared by both towns. When this pro- 
cess began everyone assumed that it 
would be an easy undertaking. After all, 
the Selectmen of these towns were of- 
fering to change what was now an open 
burning dump into’ a clean non- 
polluting transfer station, As every 5 
Selectman involved in this case will at- 
test, it was anything but easy. 

The Greenwood/W oodstock transfer 
station project soon became a classic 
case of town government officials bat- 
tling state government regulations, 
From my vantage point, both parties 
had legitimate concerns. The town of- 
ficials felt that the state was ignoring 
their local expertise and over-estimating 
their local budget. On the other hand, 
the Board of Environmental Protection 
was committed to enforcing certain 
standard regulations. 

Often times the conflicts between 
state and local governments become so 
bitter that no progress is possible. | write 
today to congratulate the Selectmen of 
these two towns for their cool and prac- 
tical. approach to a very frustrating situa- 
tion. Frank Bean, Ethel Davis and Cliff 
York from Woodstock, and Wayne Red- 
man.and Herbie Dunham of Green- 
wood deserve the thanks of their towns 
for their hard work. Those individuals 
from both towns who signed and cir- 
culated petitions in favor of the transfer 
station should be satisfied that their con- 
cerns were heard. And finally the staff 
and Board of Environmental! Protection 
should be complimented for their 
assistance and. patience.

This is a class 
designed for parent and child together 
in the water assisted by an instructor. 
Exercise, water adjustment skills and 
some limited swimming skills for alder 
children are the goals in this class. 
Children age five and under are eligi- 
ble. A text is available and is recom- 
mened for participating adults. Progress 
and expectations are solely dependent 
upon the individuals involved; there is 
no formal instruction or testing of the 
participants.

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SOUTHERN HORIZON 


Some say the goddess Maia gave her 
name to May; others suggest the Latin 
word majores—ancestors—is the origin. 

The May night sky is a perfect 
blackboard for constellation-finding, 
since the Milky Way (the dist of our 
galaxy) lies low along the horizon, The 
first constellation on our list this month 
is Ursa Major, also called the Big Dip- 
per. This month, the bowl, ar cup, of 
the dipper is turned down, as if pour- 
ing water on the Earth. 

in ancient mythology, the Great Bear 
was once a maiden named Callisto, 
who was loved by Zeus. In a fit of 
jealousy, Hera, Zeus’ wife, changed 
Callisto into a bear. Her son, Arcas, was 
a hunter, and one day Callisto, over- 
joyed at seeing Arcas in the forest, rose 
on her hind legs to greet him. Alas, he 
did not recognize her and drew his bow 
to shoot. But Zeus, seeing all from 
Olympus, instantly changed Arcas in- 
to a bear cub and flung them both into 
the heavens, directly above the Earth’s 
North Pole. The constellations in this 
part of the sky circle the pole star, 
Polaris, never setting below the 
horizon. So these stars are called 
circumpolar. 

Two stars in Ursa Major, forming the 
front part of the baw, point to Polaris. 
The top one is called Dubhe, which 
means “bear” in Arabic. A visual binary 
star system is Jocated in the middle of 
the long handle, or tail, of the Big Bear, 
The Arabs called this close pair of stars 
the Horse and Rider, although to Native 
Americans it was the Squaw and 
Papoose. It is a good test of your 
evesight to separate these two without 
the aid of binoculars, Extending the arc 
of the tail of Ursa Major, you can “are 
to Arcturus, then speed to Spica,” the 
brightest star in the second largest con- 
tellation, Virgo. 

Virgo lies on her side along the eclip- 
tic (the path that the Sun seems to 
follow through the sky), with her head 
toward Leo, her left arm down at her 
side and her hand clutching a sheaf ot 
wheat, marked by the brilliant star 
Spica. Virgo has been considered an 
earth- or mother-goddess for thousands

of years because the life-giving sun is 
in this constellation at harvest time in 
autumn. In Egypt she is known as {sis: 
in Greece, Persephone; and by the an- 
cient Saxons as Eostre. 

You may have heard that the stars-as 
we see them today, making up our 
farniliar constellations, have not always 
been in these same positions. They are 
actually moving apart from one another, 
even now, at enormous speeds, nearly 
undetectable to us in our lifetimes, The 
stars of Ursa Major require tens of 
thousands of years to change position 
by even one degree on the celestial 
sphere, About 250,000 years ago, 
Swanscombe man saw. what looked 
more like a bear and less like a dipper. 
Neanderthaf man, from the caves at 
Lascaux and Altamira, saw the con- 
stellation slowly changing to the dipper 
form. 

MAY PLANETS: Venus and Mercury 
have become “morning stars,” rising 
less than two hours and less than one 
hour, respectively, before the Sun, Mer- 
cury ib most favorably positioned on 
May Day {May 1). and it will move 
quickly eastward into the glare of the 
Sun, where it will be completely hid- 
den before month’s end. The best way 
to locate Mercury throughout May will 
be to find. its much brighter sister, 
Venus—almast due east. Then looking 
lower in the sky and slightly farther 
north, search for the dimmer 
“messenger of the gods ’~—Mercury. 

For nighthawks, the golden orb of 
Satum is well-placed in the evening sky. 
It will rise at sunset on the 15th and 
Cross our meridian {a sky line running 
from north to south overhead), very 
close to the horizon. If you have been 
watching it, Saturn is still moving 
retrograde (east to west) slowly through 
the stars of Libra, where it will remain 
until December, 

Mars and Jupiter will be poorly plac- 
ed in May, setting with the Sun and ris 
ing very late respectively, but for early 
nsers, Jupiter will be visible low in the 
southern sky,

Angina 

1. Pain coming on by exertion and 
OXBICISC 

2. Quick onset and lasting 10 to 30 
minutes in duration. 

3. Relieved by nitroglycerin. 

4. Relieved by rest. 

Heart Attack 

1. No clear cause tor the chest pain. 

2. Slow onset, lasting more than 30 
minutes,

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The Bethel area is blessed with 
gorgeous lakes and rivers, offering a 
variety of types of canoeing in spring, 
summer, and fall. 

One of the best rivers for a peaceful 
canoe all three seasons, with no portag- 
ing, is the Ellis River in Andover. The 
river meanders a distance of 13 easily 
canoeable miles:from a covered bridge 
in East Andover to ‘Rumford Point, 
where the river joins the Androscoggin. 
One of the reasons the Ellis is so nice 
is that it offers. scenic views at every 
bend—of Andover Whitecap and other 
mountains in the area, Not many peo- 
ple use the river, making ducks, cliff 
swallows and kingfishers often visible. 
The river otters can be seen sliding 
down the bank to the water. Fishing is: 
great near the many banks-and: bends 
of the river. Convenient sand bars of- 
fer nice picnic and: swimming spots 
along the day trip, 

But caution is, urged. for those: sen- 
sitive to poison ivy. That particular plant 
is partial to the wet areas near the river. 
Another word of caution is the current, 
which helps propel the canoe 
downstream easily, but can also pull an 
inexperienced swimmer under the 
water, 

And the swift current can overtumn.a 
canoe on downed trees or stumps in the 
river, if one is not watching. 

Another river offering gentle canoe- 
ing is the Androscoggin River, which 
stretches peacefully from the Shelburne 
Birches in New Hampshire, just across 
from Gilead, to Bethel and on to Rum- 
ford. It is preferable not to. canoe 
through Berlin and Gorham, N.H., or 
Rumford, as these three towns have 
dams and paper mills. But many 
beautiful stretches lie in between. The 
Stretch between Gilead and West Bethel 
has a series of islands that separate the 


large river but quickly join together 
again. Views of the Mahoosuc Moun- 
tains are spectacular in all seasons. 
Route 2 is near the ‘river, but not 


noticeable to the canoeist. Justa note: 


the quality of the river water has im- 
proved greatly with the cleaning up of 
the mills above and below Bethel, but 
itis still not advisable to drink the water, 
But it’s quite safe to eat the fish, 
The family canoeist can put in at the 
campground in Bethel by the Route 2 
bridge and havea ‘nice stretch of cande- 
ing. The advantage. of this stretch is.a 
set of rapids. 4-mile in length where 


Bear River joins the Androscoggin four 


miles downstream from Bethel. 

The Saco river, running between 
North Conway, N.H.,.and Fryeourg or 
Hiram, offers excellent family canoeing 


_ and swimming, with good possibilities 


for overnight camping, The river is fill- 
ed with sandbars-for picnic spots. It is 
very close to the highway, although 


Route 5 is not visible from the river: The. 


novice canoeist can safely lear the 
skills of canoeing here, and canoe ren- 
tal is easy. Fryeburg and North Conway 
have many canoe rental shops. Rentals 
include canoe.carriers for those taking 
the canoe to another place to begin the 
outing. - 

‘The only slight disadvantage with the 
Saco River is its popularity. itis hard to 
canoe any stretch without seeing 
another canoeist. 

Most white water canoeing is limited 
to periods. of high water levels. Many 
small streams become raging tofrents 
with a couple of weeks of rain in the 
summer and are usually good in the 
spring. The local people can offer ad- 
vice on river conditions. 

The Sunday River, flowing from Rile 
Plantation through Newry to Bethel 
beginning above the eavered bridge,

And 
even with low water levels, Letter-S Is 
a great swimming hole and spectacular 
enough to be worth a visit. 

The Swift River, between Mexico and 
Rumford, has fantastic white water, with 
the right water levels. The river is fed 
by many mountain streams and can rise 
very rapidly, making it canoeable. The 
usual starting point is at the three-holes, 
with the put-in on the Mexico side of 
the river, about three miles above Hale 
Bridge. 

Two sections offer particular difficulty 
and can both be portaged, depending 
on ability and water conditions, Below 


Hale Bridge is a four-foot drop with very 
strong current. Without the right ap- 
proach, the canoeist can expect to 
swim. A mandatory portage is. im- 
mediately after this drop on the right. 
A large dam is located ¥%-mile 
downstream. 

The second section requiring scouting, 
is the section called “The Tubs,” This 
section requires handling heavy water 
and maneuvering a letter-S pattern bet- 
ween the ledges. The river meanders 
down the last five miles to the An- 
droscoggin River with plenty of current 
and boulders. to avoid. “The Tubs” is 
one of the best places to watch canoe

One of the most fascinating regions 
of the White Mountain National Forest, 
and the most.easily accessible from 
Bethel, is Evans Notch, To get there, 
drive west about 10 miles on Rt, 2 to 
the village of Gilead. Turn left on Rt. 
113 and head up Wild River, the scene 
of many logging camps and river drives 
in the 1800s, . 

A.little over three miles from Rt. 2 
you'll cross Evans Brook near its con- 
fluence with Wild River. There is a park- 
ing lot on the right.and the river toad 
branches off from Rt. 113. Stop there 
and takea path to the footbridge that 
crosses.Wild River to the Highwater 
Trail for an easy walk upstream to the 
sights and sounds of cedar waxwings, 
kingfishers, and the river.

Plan ona half-day or better to enjoy 
the hiké around the basin on the Basin 
Rirh Trail, or.a full day to climb Caribou 
Mountain, by either the Caribou Trail 
(up Morrison Brook} past Kees Falls, or: 
the Mud Brook Trail. You can enjoy 
both by going up one trail. and down 
the other and still not be too far from 
your car, Caribou has another spec- 
tacular 360-degree view and, in early 
to mid-August, some of those blueber- 
ties mentioned earlier. 

Evans Notch has four beautiful and 
spacious. campgrounds. that provide 
water but no camper hookups. All are 
filled on afirst-come first-served basis, 
$0 you may want to check with the 
ranger station for information on 
availability of sites, There are several 
private campgrounds in the Bethel area, 
~ many with camper hookups, 

To reach Grafton Notch State Park 
from Bethel, take Rt, 26 north, but make 
one. stop along the way. About 24 
miles past the Maine Scenic Highway 
sign in North Newry, pull off the road 
on the right before crossing the bridge 
over Wight Brook. A short hike 
upstream brings you to Step Falls. Own- 
ed by the Nature Conservancy, Step 
Falls is a several-hundred-foot series of 
cascades where the brook tumbles over 
the granite ledges between Dresser 
Mountain and Lightning Ledge. 

Continue north on Rt. 26, and in just 
a few hunded yards you'll be in Graf- 
tor: Notch State Park. There are several 
fascinating stops. along Bear River: at 
Screw Auger Falls, The Jail, Moose 
Cave, and (other Walker Falls before 
reaching a turnout.on the left where the 
Appalachian Trail crosses the highway.

Mollyockett Day is observed in 
Bethel on the third Saturday of July each 
year. Featuring a parade, foot races, arts. 
and crafts booths on the Village Com- 
mon, and many other events, the day 
is.a principal fund-raiser for area service 
clubs as well as a day of fun and 
reunion. 

Named after a legendary Pequawket 
Indian princess, who lived among the 
early settlers of the Wester Maine area, 
the day had its origin in 1949 as the 
Bethel Bazaar. The Bethel Health Coun- 
cil assumed sponsorship of the com- 
. munity event in the early 1950s, In re- 
cent years the Bethel Lions Club has 
been the primary sponsor, with the 
cooperation of many other local 
organizations.

shelter at Snow Falls, and, according to 
legend, cursing the place, Mollyockett 
found young Hannibal near death. Her 
prescription of warm cow’s.milk saved 
his life and he went on to become vice 
president during Abraham Lincoln's first 
term. 

Second only to her medical reputa- 
tion, was Mollyockett’s fame as a 
storyteller, Most famous are the 
"treasure stories”“—the burying of In- 
dian gold in West Paris. beneath a trap 
hung in a tree, and similar tales involv- 
ing White Cap Mountain. in Andover, 
and Hemlock Island in East Bethel. 
These stories set off many a treasure 
hunt, but to no: reward, 

Andover, Maine, was Mollyockett's 
final home, when she became too ill to 
travel, and she was cared for by the 
Thomas Bragg family, She died on 
August 2, 1816, and was buried in the 
Andover cemetery. Fifty years later the 
women of the Andover church raised 
money ford marker, which was install- 
ed on Mollyockett’s grave on July 4, 
1867. 

So, on Saturday, july 20, another 
local girl will preside over the day‘s 
events as “Princess Mollyockett” and 
area residents and visitors will par- 
ticipate in what has become a summer 
tradition in Westem Maine. The theme 
of the celebration this year will be 
Modes of Transportation,

18th century heritage each August with

Sudbury Canada was the original 
‘name of Bethel before it was incor |’: 


porated, A grant of land was made by 


the General Court of Massachusetts to 


soldiers from Sudbury, Mass., who had 


fought in the campaign to conquer 


Canada in 1690. 


The first settlers came-in 1774 but the 


first settlement of the town. was inter- 
rupted by the American Revolution, 
Following that conflict a steady stream 
of people, many of them: veterans of the 
Revolution, came to Sudbury Canada. 
in 1796, the town had developed to the 
point that it petitioned thé General 
Court of Massachusetts to incorporate 
and this was approved on June 10, 
1796. : 

The years as Sudbury Canada were 
difficult but they were-also eventful and 
colorful, Probably the best example is 
what has been called “New England’s 
Last Indian Raid” when a party of In- 
dians attacked the hames of several set- 
tlers and took three of Sudbury 
Canada’s citizens captive. 


Sudbury Canada Days is the Bethel s 


Historical Society's summer festival 
focusing on old-time pastimes. A wide 
variety of old-time crafts are featured as 
well as both children’s and adults’ 
games. There is also a croquet tourna- 
ment, a horseshoé pitching tournament 
and.a checkers tournament.

_ When you're done swimming, or 
fishing, or hiking or canoeing or antiqu- 
ing. Or if you're feeling like you want to 
spend a pleasant day right in town, con- 
sider the following walking tour of historic 
sites in Bethel Village. The tour starts at 
the Moses Mason House on Broad Street. 
(See map above.) 
The Moses Mason House dates from 
1813: and:was the home of Dr. Moses 
son—physician, teacher, postmaster 
and public servant. The Federal. period 
house is now a museum, restored by the 
Bingham Foundation and furnished, 
through local contributions, by the Bethel 
Historical Society. Continue the tour by 
walking in a southerly direction, left on 
Broad Street. 
The Broad Street houses are distinguish- 
ed bya variety of architectural features, as 
well as by their overall New England 
character, dating from the mid-to-late-19th 
century. Broad Street was once popularly 
known as Straw Street, as three of its 
residents, including Dr. Mason, married 
sisters—the Misses Straw. Continue along

The vacant lot to the right once con- 
tained an old jail known popularly as 
The Lock-up.

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Bethel abounds in buried treasure for rockhounds 


Visitors to the Bethel area will find - 


that the wealth of local mineral deposits 
offers a unique recreational opportuni- 
ty. Hidden in the hills and mountains 
are numerous small. quarries that hold 
genuine “buried treasure,” Mineral col- 
lecting, or “rockhounding,” is an inex- 
pensive hobby that is fun for folks of all 
ages, 

Oxford County, in which Bethel is 
located, is a treasure chest holding more 
than one third of the world’s mineral 
varieties, including such beautiful gem 
materials as tourmaline, aquamarine 
and amethyst. The fine mineral 
specimens and exquisite gems produc- 
ed by these locales have been highly 
prized by mineralogists and collectors 
since early in the 1800s. 

Sporadic mining for commercially 


valuable minerals, andthe search for’ 


gem materials, have unearthed a wealth 
of discoveries, which have made the 
area world famous. The discovery of 
gem tourmaline at Paris Hill, near West 
Paris, in 1820 led to the development 
of Mount Mica, which is one of the 
region's most historical and better- 
known locales. The world’s largest 
crystals of beryl were found at the Bum- 
pus Quarry in 1929, and two of these 
mammoth specimens are displayed at 
the American Museum of Natural 
History today.

1972-73, when the world’s largest and 
most bountiful pocket of gem tour- 
maline was discovered at the Dunton 
Quarry in Newry. Many of the minerals 
found jn the area are rarities, and some 
are native only to Oxford County. 

The quarries in the area are shallow, 
open pits, and unless they are being 
mined they are usually filled with water. 
The. best prospecting is done in the 
dump. areas of tailings that surround 
each quarry. They ate composed of 
material discarded by miners who 
were too busy working for feldspar or 
mica to pick it over for good specimens 
or gem materials. This waste is a gold 
mine for the collector, and many fine 
specimens are recovered from the 
dumps. each year. 

How to begin your rockhounding 
venture? The most important thing to 
remember is that each quarry is private- 
ly owned and you should obtain per- 
mission from the owner before you 
make your visit. Five local quarries are 
owned and maintained especially for 
collectors by Perham’s Of West Paris, 
and they freely distribute. a map giving 
directions for reaching them, At 
Perham’s, and at The Gem Shop, in 
Bethel, you will also be able to obtain 
much information about other quarries 
in the area,

The gem tour 
maline deposit at Mount Mica was 
discovered by two school boys on a 
brief fall-foliage hike. Farmers in 
Stoneham discoverd a superb crystal of 
gem beryl while walking through their 
fields one day at dusk—this crystal pro- 
duced the largest and finest aquamarine 
gemstone ever found in North America, 

The unprecedented discovery of the 
vast quantity of gem. tourmaline at the 
Dunton Quarry in Newry was initiated 
by a man who knew nothing about 
minerals and was just enjoying the out- 
doors and happened to poke:about in 
a ledge, Sheer curiousity led to each of 


these significant discoveries, which are 


now preserved in the annals of 
mineralogical history.

"The only reason we five here is 
hydro,“ Sysko said. “In fact, | never 
thought about hydro until | saw this 
site.” Sysko bought the property eight 
years ago. Until then, he had lived in 
the Sunday River ski area, where he was 
the operations manager. 

The first thing he did was dam a 
stream near the house, with help from 
his brother, some friends, and a man 
with a backhoe. "We brought eight full- 
size coricrete truckloads up that road,” 
he said. "But this is not the Grand 
Coulee Dam by any means. This is tiny 
stuff.” 

The generator at the pond has a 
wheel, or turbine head, that sits a half- 
dozen feet below the level of the pond 
itself, housed in a small shed. “We've 
lived off that power for eight years,” he 
said, The unit uses 10 cubic feet of 
water per second to yield five kilowatts 
of power. 

Unfortunately, the system is what is 
known as a Jow-head unit—one in 
which the drop from pond to turbine js 
small—so the water never picks up 
much force, Ta compensate for this, 
low-head units need large volumes of 
water in order to be useful. 

Sysko plans to retire the generator at 
the pond in favor of newer, high-head 
generators much farther down the 
hillside. "The new one is 30 kilowatts,” 
he said of one high-head unit he has 
already put into service. ‘The old one 
is five kilowatts but uses eight times as 
much water,” 

Sysko explained that water in a 
natural stream loses much of its energy 
by tumbling from rock to rock. In small: 
scale hydro systems, the water races 
through plastic pipes laid underground, 
picking up speed as it flows, Burying a 
mile or two of pipe is no picnic, but the 
greater efficiency is worthwhile, accor- 
ding to Sysko. 

In addition, piped water provides a 
steady, reliable flow year-round. "Orice 
for a week it was 30-below every mor- 
ning and it ran fine,” he recalled. 
"There’s no point at which it would 
freeze unless | made a mistake and shut 
the water down. In fact, | generate more 
power in the winter than in the rest of

Sysko: said he generates almost 
enough surplus electricity to make a de- 
cent income for his family. “There are 
two electric meters,” he said, “One 
measures power going out; one 
measures power coming in, The first 
ane is racking up the kilowatt hours. 
Central Maine Power just takes the two 
meters and subtracts, If it turns out I’m 
sending out more than I'm using, they 
send me a check.” Sysko said he hasn't 
had to pay CMP an electric bill for 
years. 

"| benefit Central Maine Power,” said 
Sysko, "because they don’t have to send 
power way out here, so I’m eliminating 
a lot of line losses for them.” By law, 
Sysko added, CMP must pay small 
power sellers the same retail rate that 
regular customers pay for electricity. 
The sellers, in. turn, must abide by 
federal utility regulations., 

Although small- scale hydro is 
generally thought. of as "clean energy,” 
it does have its critics, Sysko admitted, 
Hydro systems divert water from 
streams, which can upset an area's 
ecology, In some cases, trout, salman, 
and shad, which spawn in fast-running 
streams, can disappear, Sysko said the 
National Wildlife Federation has gone 
so far as to issue. a blanket condemna- 
tion of all new hydroelectic projects. 

"But you've got to get power from 
somewhere,” Sysko said, "and every 
kind of electrical facility has some kind 
of [environmental] impact. Small hydro 
has the least amount of impact.” 

In any case, Sysko doesn't foresee 
small-scale hydro ever becoming as 
common as chainsaws and 
snowmobiles in the Bethel area. "From 
here to the New Hampshire line,” he 
said, “there might be 20 streams. Of 
those, maybe six or seven are good in- 

vestments. The others are marginal.”
